Washington, Nov. II —Any person 
found with explosives in his 
after N -ivember l.V without a license 
issued by the Federal Government 
showing the purpose for which the h 
plosives are to be used will be liable to 
arrest and line of $5,000 or one yea. 's 
imprisonir.eut.

Sound, clenn, henlthy seed Is the 
first requisite for the largely Increased 
whent crop which the United Stutes 
department of nfrrreulture hopes to see 
harvested next year. Whatever the 
source of supply, farmers will find It 
to their advantage, says the depart- 
ment, to see that only good seed Is 
planted. What has been suid is 
eqtiully true of seed for the rye crop 
which the department hopes to see 
much larger than usual next year. 

If a farmer has seed from his own 
crop which Is satisfactory so far M 
variety and general condition we con- 
cerned, he should lose no time in get- 
ting It Into shape for storuge until 
planting time. The funning mill Is the 
farmer's best friend In this tusk. Tbo 
limner by all MUM should lmve such 
u mill, and If he has not und is unuble 
to obtuln one, should borrow or rent 
his neighbor's mill, or several farmers 
can Join lu buying one. A funning tulll 
removes weed seeds, smut und shriv- 
eled grain and leaves only plump ker- 
nels, pructically every oue of which 
muy be depended upon to produce u 
| thrifty plunt. After It Is cleuned, how- 
ever, tbe seed should be treuted in or- 
1 der that the smut may be prevented. 
Scab Is more likely to be prevented by 
seed treatment, but the use of tbe fan- 
ning mill will assist materially In Im- 
proving th< 
known to have 
uels. 

Buy Seed From Neighbor. 

! It the farmer is dependent on out- 
alde sources for his seed, be should buy 
from his neighbor If possible, so that 



he muy be more likely to get seed well 
adupted to his conditions. It Is advis- 
able to buy as soon after hnrvest as 
possible, as at tills time 
likely to be lowest. If the 
lays, his neighbors may dispose of all 
their surplus grain and he may be 
forced to plant seed grown under con- 
ditions radically different from bis 
own. If the farmer patronizes a seeds- 
man he should Insist on getting seed 
grown ns near his section as possible. 

If seed Is nll'ectcd by diseases, care- 
ful Inspection will usually disclose the 
fact. The presence of 'stinking smut 
in wheat is Indicated by the odor und 
the presence of scab by the uppear- 
nnee of the kernels. Purchased seed 
should, of course, be cleaned und treat- 
ed for the destruction of the spores of 
disease-producing fungi, If the exam- 
ination shows this to be necessary. 
Selecting Varieties. 
In choosing varieties of wheat, the 
farmer should be guided by the ex- 
periences of his neighbors and the ud- 
vice of his state experiment station. 
This is true also of rye, but tbere are 
available fewer varieties of rye than of 
wheat. The stations can furnish com- 
parative statistics on the yields und 
behavior of a number of varieties of 
the two cereals. 

After the grain farmer has procured 
u supply of satisfactory seed he should 
store it carefully, so that It will keep 
in good condition and will be safe from 
the depredations of rats, mice und In- 
Bins which are supposedly rut- 
,re avullable on practically all 
and It will pay farmers to see 
that they are kept In good co J

The government* of France nnd 
Orent I'.rltnln know thnt vi|ion the ef- 
forts mnde on the other side of the At- 
Tnntlc within the next six months de- 
ponds the fnte of the nrniles afield. 
Important above everything else In the 
struggle for victory Is the nlrplnno. 
which must be produced in myriads, 
nnd the task now fnlls squarely to 
Uncle Snm. 

I Doubters Are In Minority. 

There nre doubting Thomases on 
this side of the water who sneer at the 
grandiose statements coming from Now 
York nnd Washington and who assert 
thnt even If the United Stntes organ- 
izes for the nerlnl construction pro- 
gram the product will be so Inferior 
that It will be useless for actual fight- 
ing. Fortunately tliese doubters are 
In the minority. Olllcials and men in 
a position to know what nlready has 
been done are highly optimistic. They 
believe thnt American methods applied 
to the mnnufiioturo of nlr craft will re- 
sult In Just ns good n product ns Is 
now coming from fnctories orgnnlzod 
here shortly nfter the wnr stnrtod. 

Despite nil the lurid prophecies re- 
gnrdlng the grent fleet of airplanes 
that eventually will lay wnste the prin- 
cipal German cities, the experienced 
airmen on this side only hope for 
thousands of machines with which to 
fight the German ui.ules In the field. 

The success which America's efforts 
are to Insure will come only when the 
allied armies In France have sufficient 
nlrplanes to retain mastery of the nlr 
nnd to ptitrol every mile of the terri- 
tory immediately behind the Gorman 
lines. When the day finally arrives, 
Germany will not be able to move n 
trnln back of the linos and to move 
reserves will be impossible. She will 
be unnhle to feed the men who are In 
the first lines. Her heavy artillery 
will be silenced nnd In the end her en- 
tire fighting forces made useless. The 
way will then become one of move- 
ment, with the chances for victory al- 
together on the side of the allies. 

There nre various types of nlrplanes 
which will be manufactured in Ameri- 
ca- that are already being used in 
Frnnce. Engines of unbelievable pow- 
er nre being put Into the newest type 
of plane. The average American is 
more or less familiar with automobile 
engines nnd hns some Idea of whnt 
weight of engine will develop 100 
horsepower. If this average Americun 
were to look at some of the newest air 
motors he probably would Judge them 
to be ten or 15-horsepower. In fnct, 
he could lift some of the engines un- 
aided and would probably be astound- 
ed to learn that such a machine was 
capable of developing not 100, but 150- 
norsepower. 

Every newspaper reader In the Unit- 
ed States has been well Informed of 
'the plans for building airplanes, but It 
la doubtful If one In a thousand can 
picture the size of some of the planes 
that eventually will be loaded on trans- 
ports at the Atlantic piers. The cor- 
respondent has had an opportunity In 
the last few weeks of Inspecting the 
newest type of aircraft ; the type that 
will be turned out In vast numbers by 
America, and It Is bigger In every way 
and more powerful than laymen Im- 
agine. 

To begin with, the body of the new 
machine resembles in many ways a big 
motor launch. Its under part Is 
rounded and beautifully constructed 
of finely grained wood. It Is so big 
that to euter It one must clamber up a 
ladder and go down through a hatch- 
way as big as the cabin door of a 
motor yacht. It Is of the biplane type 
and from tip to tip of each wing there 
la room enough for a dozen men to He 
out full length. Its two motors will 
develop 000 horsepower und their com- 
bined weight Is ao little compared to 
the power that the actuul figures would 
look untruthful In print. Where the 
old typea could carry hundredweights, 
carriea

motors are started their ronr Is nwc-

The tnsk set for the Amerlcnn 
workers Is not thnt of turning out light, 
hurriedly built scouting mnchlnos to 
the number of tens of thousands, but to 
construct carefully with the Inst de- 
gree of Ingenuity the highly developed 
wnr crnft needed In modern hnttles. 
| That Is whnt Knglnnd expects of her 
newest nlly nnd what she 1ms striven 
Valiantly to tench authorities across 
the Atlantic. The vast technical detail 
developed by continuous lighting In the 
air has been turned over entire so that 
the United States begins the work with 
tin- most fnvoraMe chnnees of success. 

The Invention of some new fighting 
mac hine nfter the manner of the dink 
Is what all F.urope expects of America, 
anil they expect to see the now ma- 
chines, airplanes or walking seaplanes

UNCLE SAM AT PEACE TABLE 




This Government Will Be In Position 
to Dictate Terms When Time for 
Negotiation Cornea. 

Wnshlngton.— President Wilson's re- 
ply to Pope Benedict's peace proposal 
hns temporarily halted the widespread 
demand for a definite statement of the 
war aims of the United States. 

"The purposes of the United Stntes 
in this war nre known to the whole 
world— to every people to whom the 
truth hns been permitted to come," 
the president suld In his reply to the 
pope. "They do not need to be stnt.-d 
again." 

In his Flag dny address the presi- 
dent said the reasons for America's 
entrance Into the war must he appar- 
ent to every thinking mnn. Still, there 
Is MM in the minds of many 
Americans. The attempt of the com- 
mittee on public Information to clear 
up tills confusion with Its pamphlet, 
"How the War Came to America," was 
only partly successful. 

"I shall not discuss here how Amer- 
ica came into this war," Secretary of 
War Baker told the Fort Myer reserve 
olllcers on the day of their graduation. 
"That Issue Is settled for the Amerl- 
cnn people. Our task now Is to plun 
for victory." 

In these words Secretnry Baker 
summed up the attitude of ull Wash- 
ington officials. There ure others, how- 
ever, who believe the reasons for Amer- 
ica's entrance Into the war have a very 
Important benring on peace and on the 
future history of the world. 

Just us there were underlying causes 
of the European conflict that never 
have been mentioned In the official doc- 
uments, so there were causes for Amer- 
ica's entrance into the wnr that were 
slighted in the president's address. 

One of these causes Is generally be- 
lieved to have been that France was 
"bled white" and that the allies were 
in danger of defeat. Many Americans 
find, the best Justification for Ameri- 
ca's entering into the conflict in the 
statement that "we went In to save 
France." 

Tliis notion was given a severe Jolt 
when Andre Tardieu, the French pur- 
chasing commissioner In the United 
States, mude public his letter to Sec- 
retary Baker giving statistics on the 
present military strength of the 
French republic. With facts and fig- 
ures supplied by the French wur of- 
fice, Tardieu disproved the theory that 
France wus "bled white." 

One of the highest officials of the 
United States government suld It was 
not true that the allies were In danger 
of defeut Just before America entered 
the war. France and England both 
could have held out for years and it 
was very doubtful, he said, that the 
German war machine could ever have 
achieved a military decision over the 
allies. 

The United States, the president be- 
lieved, would be in no position to as* 
sort Its views at the peace conferencs 
If It remained a neutral. It was the 
avowed Intention of leaving matters 
such as disarmament and an Interna- 
tional organization to prevent future 
wars to a congress that would follow 
the peace conference. 

The president believed that guar- 
antees for the future would be the 
only results that would make the three 
yours of fighting worth while, and 
that they should be made an Integral 
part of the pence treaties. By the en- 
trance of the United States, President 
Wilson became the world leader. It 
was mude certain that by the aid ren- 
dered the allies the United States 
would be In u position to dominate the 
peace conference and to force that con- 
vention to accept Its views. 

Thus It would seem to be estab- 
lished thnt the real underlying cause 
for America's enfrnnce into the war 
wus not to succor un alliance In dan- 
ger of defeat, but to Insure and to 
dictate If necessary a Just and lasting 
peace. There is reason to believe that 
the allies will be forced to accept 
terms of peace that they never would 
have considered but for the Influence 
of tho United States. And by the 
same token there Is ground for hoping

As a pasture crop for sheep, Iiol' 
and cattle rape is of considerable val 
| tie. It is great 'y relished and prod. lea 
I rapid gains both in growing and fat 
I toning stock, writes u correspondent Of 
! tba Iowa Homestead. The crop may 
j be pastured nt various stages of its 
I development. When BO tea down before 
It has made a maximum growth it will 
grow up Bgaifl with more or less \ Igor 
But in .uny event It is best BOt to bs> 
' gin pasturing until It has made a 
I growth of several Inches. Whether 
more food Is obi. lined by this method 
I than by allowing the rape to attain its 
full growth before turning stock on to 
J It Is not easy to say. As a ride, how 
; ever, the hitter plan Is the most prof 

liable to follow when i heap Brass upon 

It, us It Is quite possible for sheep to 
eat it down so low as to Injure its ca- 
pacity for further growth. 

When cattle are pastured on rape 
they waste more by trampling than do 
sheep or hogs. L'sually dairy cows 
ought not to be pastured on rape, as 
It bus a tendency to mint tba milk, 
but It muy Be cut and led to them 
after each period of milking. On tho 
whole, sheep do better on rupe thnn 
do either hogs or cattle. Neither sheep 
nor cuttle should be turned un rape 
when they are very hungry or when 
the crop is wet with dew or ruin, us 
they may eat mote of it than they 
should, become bloated and die in a 
short time if not looked after. 

Animals thut have not been accus 
tomed t<> rape pasture muy not tuke to 
it at Hist, but they soon learn to like 
it, und once they acquire a tustc for It 
they wlU thrive on it nnd never tire 
of It. it U beneflclul when the ani- 
mals are pasturing on rape to give 
them access to a gruss pasture. The 
gruss and rape will keep them In first 
class condition. Oats fed once a day 
to sheep at the rate of one-balf pound 
per beud will have the same effect as 
tbe grass and help to put on fat, but 
it Is not necessary to feed grain to 
stock pasturing on rupe, for a 
growth of rui>e usually 
sufficient to fatten them. 

While pusturlug on rupe 
have free access to 
ty of fresh water.
